BEAUTY — More  people  should  know  the  pleasure  of  growing  Dutch  bulbs.  The  classic  beauty 
of  flowers  and  foliage,  the  richness  of  perfumes,  and  the  gorgeous  and  lasting  decorative 
effect  of  the  cut  flowers  are  irresistible  when  one  has  once  learned  these  things  for  himself. 

TIMELINESS — Aside  from  their  other  advantages,  bulbs  are  especially  valuable  in  that  many  of 
them  produce  their  flowers  in  the  very  early  spring,  at  a season  when  few  other  plants  are 
in  blossom,  and  when  flowers  are  doubly  valuable  from  their  rarity. 

Likewise  the  bulbs  may  be  removed  from  the  ground  and  placed  in  reserve  to  ripen, 
thus  making  room  for  other  flowering  plants. 

CULTURE — Beginners  have  an  impression  that  there  are  many  difficulties  to  overcome  in  order 
to  have  bulbs  produce  their  flowers  to  perfection,  whereas,  in  reality,  no  other  plants  are  so 
easy  to  manage,  none  more  showy,  and  none  succeed  so  well  under  all  circumstances  as  the 
different  classes  of  bulbs.  The  secrets  of  growing  bulbs  successfully  are  good  drainage,  rich, 
loose  soil,  and  planting  deeply.  If  you  are  in  doubt  about  soil  being  too  heavy,  put  a little 
sand  under  each  bulb;  or  better  still,  throw  out  the  heavy  soil  to  a depth  of  about  two  feet, 
put  in  a layer  of  broken  bricks  or  stones  for  drainage  and  refill  with  loamy  soil.  In  Southern 
California  and  similar  climates,  the  watering  should  be  done  in  such  a way  as  to  keep  the 
soil  moist  but  not  soggy  nor  flooded.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  will  be  noted  under  individual 
cultural  directions.

Horticultural  inspection  is  made  only 
at  the  county  seat,  thus  necessitating  a triple  postage.  This  is  why  we  advocate  EXPRESSING 
BULBS  OR  PLANTS. 

We  decline  to  send  perishable  goods,  bulbs,  or  plants,  C.O.D.,  unless  a remittance  of  fifty 
per  cent  accompanies  the  order  to  insure  us  against  loss. 

Orders  from  unknown  correspondents  must  be  accompanied  with  cash  or  satisfactory 
reference.  All  bulbs,  etc.,  forwarded  at  purchaser's  expense. 

Please  note  time  of  arrival  attached  to  each  variety  of  bulbs.  Nearly  all  Dutch  importations 
are  in  stock  by  October  1st.  However  there  are  other  varieties  not  ready  before  December  or 
January,  so  that  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  ship  all  varieties  at  the  same  time.  Forward  your 
orders  as  early  as  possible,  before  our  stock  becomes  broken.

One  of  the  most 
beautiful  plants  to  be  found  for  display  in  pots 
or  tubs  upon  the  lawn  or  in  a border.  Flowers 
are  a beautiful  porcelain  blue.  Grows  very 
similar  to  the  Amaryllis,  and  is  sometimes 
called  the  Blue  Amaryllis.  Blue  flowers  are  very 
scarce;  also  it  is  worthy  of  cultivation  as  a fine 
flower  for  cutting. 

Culture—  Same  as  Amaryllis.  Planted  in  the 
fall  of  the  year.  It  blooms  in  July  and  August.

Amaryllis 

In  shape  like  the  Easter  Lily.  Some  are  of  the 
most  delicately  beautiful  shades,  and  others  of 
the  most  gorgeous,  ranging  in  color  from  pure 
white  to  the  deepest  of  reds.  They  are  prized 
alike  in  pots  and  in  the  sunny  beds  of  a garden. 
The  Amaryllis  cannot  be  recommended  too 
highly  to  the  lover  of  flowers. 

Culture — The  bulbs  require  a seven  or  eight- 
inch  pot,  according  to  their  size,  and  should  be 
potted  so  that  the  neck  of  the  bulb  is  above  the 
surface  of  the  ground.  Be  sure  that  the  pot  has 
good  drainage.  Use  a good  rich  composit,  water 
thoroughly  after  potting  and  place  in  a cool, 
sheltered  place  for  two  or  three  weeks.  As  soon 
as  growth  begins,  remove  to  a sunny  place, 
keeping  them  moderately  moist  at  all  times. 

For  open  ground— Plant  the  bulbs  in  any 
good  garden  soil  which  has  plenty  of  well  rotted 
manure.  Select  the  bed  in  a fully  exposed 
sunny  position.  Plant  so  that  the  top  is  even 
with  the  surface  of  the  soil.  Keep  the  bed 
moist  at  all  times.  Irrigate;  don’t  sprinkle. 
Plant  in  the  fall.  They  bloom  in  July  and 
August.

Anemone 

One  of  the  most  showy  and  beautiful  flowers: 
of  neat  and  compact  growth,  with  elegantly 
cut  foliage  and  the  most  brilliantly  colored 
blossoms.  It  requires  but  little  attention. 
For  best  effect  plant  in  masses.  Anemones 
show  a wide  range  of  beautiful  colors. 

Culture — Anemones  require  a rich,  loamy 
soil.  Soak  the  roots  in  water  for  six  hours 
previous  to  planting.  This  causes  them  to 
swell  and  enables  one  to  distinguish  the  crown, 
which  is  readily  discernible  by  the  fibrous 
points  at  the  top  of  the  root,  the  bottom  being 
quite  smooth.  A sunny  place  is  best.  Place 
a slight  ridge  around  the  bed  so  that  the  plants 
may  be  flooded  with  water. 

Plant  any  time  from  October  to  May.  They 
bloom  from  February  to  July.

“The  Mariposa  Lily,”  or  “Butterfly  Tulip”

Culture — Have  the  bed  slightly  raised  with 
drainage  perfect.  No  fresh  manure  must  be 
used;  sandy  loam  is  best.  Plant  as  soon  after 
October  1st  as  possible.  Plant  2K  inches  deep  and 
2 inches  apart.  During  the  winter  and  early 
spring  the  rains  are  sufficient,  but  if  the  late 
spring  is  dry,  keep  the  ground  barely  moist 
after  April  1st,  and  water  liberally  when  the 
buds  show  for  bloom.

Prominent  in  the  list  of  bulbs  is  the  Hyacinth,  which  is  most  grown  for  early  spring 
flowers  in  the  garden,  and  for  pot  culture  in  the  window  garden.  For  certainty  and  regularity 
of  bloom.  Hyacinths  are  unsurpassed  by  any  other  flower.  The  simplicity  of  their  culture  and  the 
invariable  return  for  the  little  labor  reauired  to  grow  them  make  them  general  favorites.  With 
little  care  they  need  never  fail  to  produce  a profusion  of  blossoms  and  their  absence  from  the 
garden  is  a loss  that  cannot  be  supplied  by  any  other  flower. 

Culture — Plant  in  open  ground,  in  good  rich  soil,  from  October  to  January,  covering  to  the 
depth  of  from  four  to  six  inches.  For  pot  culture  plant  in  five  inch  pots,  leaving  one-third  of  the 
bulb  exposed.  Keep  in  a cool  dark  place  five  or  six  weeks  till  the  roots  are  fully  developed,  then 
gradually  inure  to  the  light. 

In  glasses,  fill  the  glass  with  water  so  as  to  nearly  touch  the  base  of  the  bulb.  A piece  of 
charcoal  the  size  of  a walnut,  put  into  the  water,  will  keep  it  pure  and  obviate  frequent  changing. 
In  changing  the  water,  draw  the  roots  lightly  through  the  hand  to  clean  them  from  any  scum 
which  might,  if  left.-  induce  rot.

Irises,  or  fleur-de-lis,  form  an  important  group  of  brilliant  colored  flowers  which 
almost  equal  orchids  in  beauty,  richness  and  variety  of  color.  They  have  thick  clumps  of 
long,  narrow,  eauitant  foliage.  They  are  very  ornamental  and  the  showy  flowers  prove  excellent  for 
cutting  purposes.  The  German  Iris  is  the  best  known.  It  is  fine  for  planting  among  rocks  or  will 
thrive  well  in  damp,  marshy  places,  s excellent  for  cut  flowers. 

The  Spanish  Irises  have  been  in  cultivation  for  many  years,  and  the  beautiful  ornamental 
flowers  vary  in  color  from  white  to  brown,  yellow,  violet,  blue  and  purple,  together  with  marvelous 
combinations  that  are  well  nigh  indescribable.  This  iris  is  very  easily  grown  in  half-shaded  situa- 
tions, and  the  flowers  are  valuable  for  cutting.  A great  favorite  with  florists. 

The  Japanese  Iris  was  cultivated  by  the  Japanese  for  many  centuries  and  the  great,  handsome 
blossoms  are  wide  and  flat.  The  predominating  colors  of  the  blossoms  are  white,  with  tintings  of 
violet  and  purple  or  again,  they  are  pinkish  or  grayish,  and  show  a bewildering  combination  of 
markings.  The  plant  requires  a moist  soil.  Bulbs  ready  for  planting  in  February. 

Culture — Plant  in  light,  rich  soil,  about  three  inches  deep.  Often  planted  in  clumps  where 
they  are  particularly  effective.

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Narcissus  or  Daffodil  (See  Front  Cover) 

The  Narcissus  is  one  of  the  most  useful  of  the  early  blooming  bulbs,  being  hardy  and  of 
easy  culture.  Large  auantities  should  be  planted  for  a supply  of  early  cut  flowers,  and  a portion 
should  be  in  sunny,  and  a portion  in  shaded  places,  to  prolong  the  season  of  flowering.  The 
graceful  flowers  render  them  peculiarly  valuable  for  this  purpose,  and  if  cut  when  partially 
opened,  they  will  develop  in  water,  and  last  for  many  days.  One  of  the  good  features  in  growing 
Narcissi  is  that  when  a planting  is  once  made  .no  further  attention  is  necessary,  as  they  will 
protect  themselves  against  all  encroachments. 

Culture — Narcissi  thrive  in  a light,  rich  soil,  and  when  possible  they  should  be  planted 
in  beds  by  themselves.  After  the  blooming  season  water  should  be  withheld,  and  the  bulbs  allowed 
to  ripen  in  the  usual  manner.  The  water  required  to  keep  other  plants  alive  during  the  summer 
months  is  especially  harmful  to  them.  Plant  the  bulbs  four  or  five  inches  deep  and  six  to  eight 
inches  apart.  After  a growth  of  a few  inches  is  attained,  give  a good  liberal  mulch  of  well  rotted 
manure.  Plant  in  October  to  February.  Blooms  from  February  to  May.

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Tulip 

For  grand  effect  as  early  spring  flowers,  the  Tulips  probably  head  the  list  of  bulbous  plants. 
It  was  long  considered  that  the  growing  of  Tulips  in  California  was  a failure,  but  the  past  few  years 
have  proven,  that  accorded  proper  conditions,  they  will  produce  a fine  display  of  blossoms.  Experi- 
ments with  Tulips  under  favorable  conditions  have  produced  flowers  with  stems  fully  twenty-four 
to  twenty-eight  inches  long.  The  great  cause  of  failure  here  is  that  the  soils  are  too  heavy.  With 
this  knowledge  in  view  the  successful  cultivation  of  tulips  lies  principally  in  the  soil  preparation. 

Culture — Select  a half  shady  plot  in  the  garden  and  if  the  soil  is  not  already  a very  sandy  loam 
excavate  to  the  depth  of  ten  inches,  replacing  with  sandy  loam,  three  parts  to  one  part  cow  manure 
rotted  and  add  even  to  this  clean  sand,  fill  to  four  or  five  inches  above  the  surrounding  ground,  level 
off  smoothly  and  plant  the  bulbs  three  or  four  inches  apart  and  four  inches  deep.  Place  a ridge 
around  the  edges  so  that  the  bed  may  be  flooded  as  sprinkling  is  more  injurious  than  beneficial  and 
tends  to  destroy  the  blooms  when  open.  Plant  any  time  from  October  to  January.

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Hints  on  the  Formation  of  Lawns 

See  that  the  ground  is  well  prepared.  Dig  or  plow  ground  to  the  depth  of  eight  inches.  After- 
wards harrow  or  rake  carefully,  pulverize  all  lumps,  and  remove  all  large  stones.  If  the  soil  is  shal- 
low. procure  a supply  of  fine  mold  and  spread  over  the  surface  to  a depth  of  five  inches.  Soil  may  be  l 
enriched  by  bone  meal  or  well-rotted  manure  wherever  necessary:  then  rake  level  and  roll  the  soil  1 
well  to  make  a solid  bottom.  Scatter  the  seed  evenly  over  the  surface  at  the  rate  of  150  pounds  to  i 
the  acre  (for  Blue  Grass),  one  pound  to  sixteen  feet  square.  Rake  seed  in  and  roll,  water  regularly 
and  carefully,  as  the  soil  is  liable  to  dry  out  in  the  heat  of  the  day,  and  if  it  does  while  the  seed  is 
germinating  it  will  invariably  perish.  When  the  grass  is  three  inches  high  it  should  be  cut  and 
rolled,  and  every  week  or  so  thereafter  until  the  grass  has  become  firm.  Eradicate  weeds  whenever 
they  appear,  without  disturbing  the  grass.  Should  bare  spots  appear,  rake  the  surface  and  sow  more 
seed.  The  roller  should  be  used  frequently  during  the  season,  and  a dressing  of  lawn  fertilizer  once  i 
a year  is  necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  a good  lawn.

FERTILIZERS 

Fertilizers  are  an  important  but  little  under- 
stood item  connected  with  flower  and  bulb 
culture.  One  can  readily  understand  that 
animals  must  have  food,  but  that  plants  must 
feed  also  is  something  not  quite  so  plain.
